It aeems to be the general sentiment 
of the American people that something 
further should be done in the way of 
immigration re- 
striction. There 
Chandler has been a great deal 
on Immigration, of loose talk to this 
effect from preas, 
pulpit and plat- 
form. It requires very little mental 
effort to assert vaguely that something 
must be done In this direction. Sena- 
tor Chandler, Chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Immigration, has had the 
courage to give definite and -practical 
shape to his views, which will doubtless 



Instead of limiting restrictive legis- 
lation, as heretofore, to the exclusion of 
"bad people only," Senator CHANDLER 
would make the ability to read and 
write in some language a necessary 
qualification for the admission of Immi- 
grants. He would add a property quali- 
fication, and thinks that an immigrant 
coming alone should have at least $100- 
more if he has a wife and an additional 
ram for each child. His third proposi- 
tion Is to prohibit immigration entirely 
for five years. 

Undoubtedly the application of the 
educational tent would have a beneficial 
•fleet by excluding the ignorant and in- 
capable from those who come to us. 
After the criminal and pauper classes, 
which are excluded under existing laws, 
those who would be weeded out

TYPHOID FEVER. 

The Terrible Plague Still Raging 
in St. Louis. 



Thert Are Now Nearly Thirteen Hun- 
dred People Down With It. 



St. Lot is. Nov. 2!).— Tho epidemic of 
typhoid 'fever continues to spread. 
Over 800 new coses were reported by the 
board of health Monday. This makes 
nearly l.!)00 now cases reported since 
last Monday. Tho disease first made 
its appearance about October L For 
several days the number of cases was 
•mall, running from 15 to 20 through 
the month and up to about Wednesday 
a week ago, when we had that big 
rain. After that the cases grew rapidly, 
jumping from 15 and 20 to 40 and 50 a 
day, and then to 100, 150, and now over 
200 a day.

He states that 
his examination has utterly failed 
to find the "bacillus typholdif" 
existing in the water supply of St 
Louis, and that tho water is com- 
paratively free from any germ life that 
might threaten the health of the city. 
It is a recognized fact that water used 
ior drinking purposes may contain up 
to S per cent of organic matter with- 
out being dangerous Ao health, and 
Dr. Sullivan's report will show thai 
•t Louis' water supply reveals a 
much lower percentage of organic 
matter than the above "safety limit' 
The city chemist believes that the re 
■nit of hit examination should at ouc< 
dispel the theory that tho city's watei 
supply is responsible for the presenl 
prevalence of fever. Tho doctors wil 
now be compelled to find some othei 
cause for the epidemic, which continue!

However, I think that the 
fall in the prico of certain commodities 
is due to overproduction, chiefly owing 
to the development of new regions, and 
to the increased facilities of communi- 
cation, enabling products to lie placed 
at low prkm in Europeuu markets. 

Apart from other considerations it 
seems to me that a universal arrange- 
ment of the currency question is impos- 
sible. As the wealth, resources and ex- 
penditures of no two countries are 
alike, it will be impossible to carry on 
tho trade of the world on a sound, 
stable basis if the debtor was allowed 
the option of puying in whichever eur- 
rency suited him. Although I hope I 
have shown that bi-metallism is Impos- 
sible in England, the question arises 
whether or not it is possible to extend the 
■M of silver, thereby stopping a further 
fall and its disastrous eonsequeucos. 
whereof it is impossible to foresee. I 
therefore submit tho proposal, not us an 
absolute, lasting remedy, but as a pal- 
liation." 

"If you approve the plan," said Mr. 
Rothschild, "you can make a supple- 
ment to it iu any way you think proper 
before submitting It to your govern- 
ments. I think that such an arrange- 
ment will give general satisfaction. 1 
believe that our American friends will 
find it acceptable. I see no objection to 
silver being made a legal-tender in 
England up to five pounds. I believe 
that the proposal will be well received 
in India. The bulk of the population 
will recognize that no material alter- 
ation Is suggested, while the merchants 
anil bankers will know tli.tt the ex- 
changes are given a stability which will 
rem. i. ii undisturbed during a period 
of Ave years.
